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DETAILED ACTION 



1. Claims 1-16 are pending in this office action. 

Claims 

Claim 1, the terms "...weighting edges..." and "...weighted edge responsive to 
edge weight;" are unclear to what applicant intend to mean and a semi-column is 
needed to end of b) portion. Clarification or correction is required. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States 
before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the 
treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application 
published under section 122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was 
published under Article 21(2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United 
States for the purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351(a). 



2. Claims 1-3,6-7, 9-11,14-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
unpatentable over Bushnell et al., Pat. No. 6,247,154. 

Regarding claim 1: Bushnell teaches a method comprising: 

a) identifying critical paths in an integrated circuit design (fig . lie) ; 

b) weighting edges in identified said critical paths (col. 4, lines 50-51) ; 

c) assigning net criticality to each weighted edge responsive to edge weight (col. 
12, lines 27-34 where the critical delays are determined in the logic gated net ) ; and 

d) re-placing and wiring nets according to edge criticality (col. 8, lines 27-50 
where the edge weights of nodes are replaced). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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Regarding claims 2,3,6,7: These claims teach the well known features to the 
claim 1 and rejected in the similar manner. 

Regarding claims 9,10,11,14,15: These claims teach a computer-readable 
medium for the same method of claims 1 , 2,3,6,7 and rejected in the same rationale. 



3. Claims 4,5,8,12,13,16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claims, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claims and any intervening claims. The reason for allowance is 
that the prior art of record does not teach the details of each dependant claims.
